I very graciouſly entertained and welcomed,

: parted ſatisfied and contented. 

But as yer the ſick Church hath not bin purged 
from her malignant diſtempers, neither hath ſhe as 
yet taken an Antidote to preſerve her fromthe Ve- 
10me and poyſon of Romes malice. 

Theſe manifold Petitions, with the earneſt ſup- 
plications of his Majeſties moſt loyall SubjeQs, did 
cauſe adecp impreſſion in his Royall conſideration, 
and a!ſo His Majeſtic having rightly and conſide- 
ratcly weighed the diſquict of His SubjeAs occa- 
{tioned by ſo weighty a cauſe, knowing that Salzs 
populi is Suprema Lex, the lafery and welfare of the 
Subject is, and ought to be the Princes greateft 
carc, hath bcen gractoully pleaſed ro declare him- 
ſclf, and publiſh his intention concerning the Goe» 
vcrnament of the Church.

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His Majeſty hath formerly for the ſatisfaQion 
of the Subject, Declared himſelf tobe a true maine- 
tainer of the true and ancient Proteſtant Religion, and 
hath denyed all coherence with the Church of Rome. 

And he hath alſo now of late,to givea full and ple- 
nary ſatefattion unto all, reſolved upon a generall Re- 
formation, And to this purpoſe hath ar axes that 


the maine matters of difference which have occaſioned 


all theſe diftrations, ſhall be framed, and diſcuſſed by 
a number of grave, wiſe, and Religious Divines,which 
ſhall be thought fit by the Houſe of Parliament, every 
County electing two for this ſo great end weighty a bu- 
ſiaeſje, that ſoall things betng according to Gods true 
word, ſcan'd and examined, by the judictous and re- 
ligious Indgements of thoſe worthy perſons, the truth 
may appear, light and inſtructicns may be given unto 
Authority, and by their power aud uniformity of Go- 
wernment and worſhip , agreeable to Gods Word, may 
be fliled in the Church. 

And his Majeſtic did further declare, that it 
was alwayes his care and detfire, that all offenſive 
and unneceſſary Adjundts whatſoever might be re- 
movedand takenaway, that fo the tender Conſci- 
ence might not apprehend aiy cauſe to flight and 
negted the obſervation of Religious dutics.

Whereupon , being moved with the Confidera- 
tion of thoſe inſuing Evils , he hath raken Order 
forthe expulſion of all Prieſts, and Iefuits what- 
ſoever from out of His Majeſties Dominions, and 
if any ſhall be taken whoſe contumacious ſpirit 
ſhall dare to oppoſe, and contemne this His Mae 
jeſties moſt Royall Authority , That then His Ma- 
jeſtie will leave them to the Tuſtice of the. Law, ana will 
4 unto them the expreſsion of any favour, out what 
the Law in Inſtice and Equity ſhall think their contu- 
macious offence may deſerve. 

They ſhall not now as in former times relye and 
depend upon His Majeſties Clemency, and ſo take 
advantage of His Majeſties mournfull diſpoſition, 
to bail and maintain their Hereticall and unjuſtifia- 
ble courſes, 

He now perceives that his indulgencie, their 
Errours, and his tendernefle of their lives and per- 
ions, unwilling to merit the Name of a ſevere 
Prince, hath very much encouraged them, where- 
by they have taken more then civill Liberty to ſe-

duce his loving people, and ſubvert both the 
Laws and Liberty of this Kingdome. 
Wherefore he is now reſolved, that Iuſtice ſhall 
take its free and uncontradiced courſe againſt 
them, and that all fayour and clemency ſhall be as 
far from them, as theirpractices are from Iuſtice 
and Conſcience.
